2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment to claim 24 is to overcome the prior art of U.S. Patent 4,560,565 
(Wucherpfennig, et al). The prior art does not teach nor fairly suggest singularly 
or in any combination thereof a method of growing crystals, in a gel matrix to 
produce cross-shaped crystals, comprising complexing tartrate anions with 
cations wherein said cations include at least one cation selected from the group 
consisiting of K, Ca, Na, Mg and Li..
